MUIIIPLE  OBJECTIVES 


Fortunately  for  me,  there  is  an 
unlimited  number  of  ways  to  teach  the 
same  principles  in  art.  The  best 
projects  are  the  ones  that  incorporate 
several  elements  of  design.  The  Grade 
6  boys  are  currently  working  on  one 
such  assignment.  Because  of  the  nature 
of  the  work,  I  have  decided  to  give  it 
the  title  "Explosive  Colour  and  Form". 

After  dividing  a  square  board  into 
an  odd  number  of  sections,  students 
fill  each  area  except  one  with  a  number 
of  random  shapes  to  create  a  pattern.

The  colours  within  each  section  are 
limited  to  three. 

Working  just  with  coloured  pencils 
the  boys  have  learned  to  vary  the 
pressure  applied,  and  thus,  also 
vary  the  intensity  of  the  colour. 
In  this  way  they  can  portray 
shading,  different  values,  and 
three  dimensionality. 

When  all  sections,  except  one,  are 
filled,  the  most  challenging  part  of  the 
exercise  comes  into  play.  The  boys  are 
required  to  establish  one  vanishing 


point.  By  using  one  point  perspective, 

the  students  take  one  two-dimensional 

shape  used  in  another  section,  start  at 

the  vanishing  point,  and  change  it  into 

a  three-dimensional  form.  The 

result  is  an  explosion  of  geometric 

forms. 

By  the  time  their  work  is 
finished,  the  students  themselves  are 
astonished  at  their  own  work.  A 
complicated  assignment,  broken  down 
into  separate  elements,  becomes  a 
unique  and  special  work  of  art.

Avast  amount  of 
information  is  available  to 
facult)'  and  students  at  the 
click  ot  a  mouse  button 
.  through  CD  ROMs  and 
the  Internet.  Knowing 
how  to  access  this 
information  and 
incorporate  it  into  the 
curriculum  takes  time 
and  energ}'.  With  the 
investment  in 
computer  hardware 
and  changes  in  the 
School's  networking 
system  made  over  the 
summer,  it  became 
even  more  important 
to  increase  the 
personnel  in  the 
computer  science 
department. 

One  half  ot  my 
role  in  the  computer 
science  department  is 
to  teach  computing 
skills  to  the 

Elementar)'  classes.  For 
younger  students,  this 
includes  understanding 
the  essentials  of  how  to 
use  the  mouse  and 
keyboard,  and 
opening,  saving,  and 
closing  files.  Older 
students  use  word 
processing,  database, 
spreadsheet,  drawing 
and  painting 
programmes.  Skills  are

That's  the  other 
half  of  my  role. 

Helping  classroom  teachers 
incorporate  some  of  the  new 
technology  into  their  curriculum 


involves  researching  appropriate 
programmes,  CD  ROMs,  relevant 
Internet  sites  and  project  ideas.  More 
and  more,  we  see  projects  that  allow 
students  to  communicate  with  others 
around  the  world. 
Some  are  worthwhile; 
some  are  not.  It  takes 
time  to  sort  through 
the  list  of  projects  to 
which  we  could 
subscribe  and  select 
the  most  valuable  for 
the  students. 
Another  element  of 
my  job  is  to  make  sure 
the  resources  are 
working  properly.
